DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art has been 
found to teach or suggest "a reliability judging unit" for calculating the sum of distances between 
received signal points of each demodulator in a diversity receiver such that the result comparison 
between the sum and a threshold is used to select or combine signals from the demodulators. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
